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I  LOVE  IDAHO 
By  Howard  P.  Pinkney 

My  abode  is  Idaho — the  state  of  shining  mountains,  I  love  it.  I  love  it  above 
any  state  in  the  Union,  or  any  section  of  the  universe. 

I  love  it  because  it  offers  to  everyone  the  opportunity  to  live  a  wholesome, 
normal,  happy  and  healthy  life,  with  access  to  educational  and  cultural  insti- 
tutions of  the  highest  order,  and  amid  surroundings  that  tend  to  uplift,  broaden 
and  develop. 

I  love  Idaho  because  as  a  state  it  is  still  young,  pulsing  with  life,  and  vigor 
and  the  desire  to  achieve,  yet  caring  for  its  citizens  in  a  sane  and  orderly  way. 

I  love  Idaho  because  of  its  people:  open-hearted,  generous  to  a  fault,  with 
a  welcome  for  the  stranger,  be  he  of  high  or  low  degree,  that  says,  "Come, 
partake  of  our  bounty;  be  one  of  us;  help  us  build." 

I  love  Idaho  for  the  sweep  of  its  gray  sage  plains,  that  await  but  the  vision 
of  a  dreamer,  the  skill  of  an  engineer,  and  the  hand  of  the  husband-man  to 
transform  them  to  verdant  meadows  and  green  fields,  with  prosperous  homes 
sheltering  happy  families. 

I  love  Idaho  for  the  lure  of  its  flashing  streams,  where  Rainbows  challenge 
one's  skill  with  rod  and  reel;  for  its  mountain  vastnesses,  where  elk,  and  deer, 
and  mountain  sheep,  and  grizzly  bear  call  the  hunter. 

I  love  Idaho  for  its  far-flung  forests,  where  one  may  go  in  solitude,  and  in 
the  soughing  of  the  pines,  hear  the  whispering  of  nature's  music. 

I  love  Idaho  for  its  open  range,  where  in  the  long  summer  days  the  herder 
cares  for  his  sheep,  where  in  the  spring  the  branding  fires  still  burn  and  in  the 
fall  the  night-herder  sings  his  lullaby. 

I  love  Idaho  for  the  majesty  of  its  dawns,  when  the  sun,  rising,  paints  the 
eastern  peaks  with  a  radiance  so  glorious  the  Indians  when  they  first  beheld, 
shouted  "E-dah-ho!" — Shining  Mountains!  And  the  sunsets.  When  night  lets 
down  her  purple  robes  and  the  landscape  is  dimmed  in  an  effulgent  glow  that 
seems  to  steal  away  one's  cares,  and  the  things  that  seemed  so  important,  or 
perhaps,  so  cruel,  at  midday  fade  into  insignificance,  and  one  rises  above  the 
petty  things  of  life  and  catches  a  glimpse  of  the  Infinite,  and  hears  a  whisper, 
All's  Well. 

I  love  Idaho  for  the  romance  of  its  past:  Here  came  Captain  Bonneville  on 
his  first  trips  of  exploration;  here  came  Lewis  and  Clark,  led  by  Sacajawea, 
the  Bird  Woman;  and  then  followed  Peter  Skene  Ogden,  and  Jim  Bridger  and 
Fremont,  with  their  sturdy  following  of  hunters,  trappers,  and  traders.  Then 
the  creak  and  clank  of  the  wagon  trains,  bearing  as  brave  and  purposeful  a 
band  of  argonauts  as  ever  set  forth  in  search  of  homes  and  high  adventure, 
who  spread  into  this  northwest  and  carved  an  empire  that  eventually  was  added 
to  the  Union. 

I  love  Idaho  for  the  future  it  holds.  I  shall  not  live  to  see  the  day  when  all 
its  valleys  and  plains  have  been  transformed  but  that  day  will  come.  And  to 
have  had  but  a  small  share  in  its  beginning  will  be  reward  enough. 

That  is  why  I  love  Idaho — with  a  love  akin  to  passion.  And  that  is  why, 
when  my  short  day  is  done,  I  should  like  to  find  a  resting  place  not  far  from 
the  music  of  its  mountain  streams  and  the  soughing  of  its  pines. 

The  manuscript  for  the  above  beautiful  prose  poem  was  found  on  the  desk  of  Howard 
Pinkney,  telegraph  editor  of  The  Idaho  State  Journal,  who  passed  away  on  March  23,  1925, 
at  the  age  of  forty-three.  In  the  last  paragraph  Mr.  Pinkney  expressed  a  wish  that  he  might 
be  buried  among  the  hills  he  loved  so  well.  Unfortunately,  this  wish  was  not  known  at  once 
following  his  death,  and  his  remains  now  rest  in  the  family  lot  at  Sterling,  Illinois.

Note:  Prior  to  1917  Act,  the  Congressional  Representation  was  from  the  entire  state.  Con- 
gressional Districts  established  by  Chapter  121,  Session  Laws  of  1917.  These  boundaries  have 
remained  the  same  since  that  date. 


The  official  population  count  of  the  State  of  Idaho  as  of  April  1,  1960,  was 
667,191.  This  is  a  gain  of  78,5  54,  or  13.3  percent  over  the  5  8  8,637  inhabitants 
of  the  State  in  19  50. 

The  area  of  Idaho  is  8  3,5  57  square  miles,  of  which  788  square  miles  are  in- 
land water. 

The  major  portion  of  the  area  of  the  State  of  Idaho  is  federally  owned.  In 
19  58  the  percent  of  the  land  area  owned  by  the  federal  government  was  66.6%. 

Extensive  irrigation  projects  have  been  carried  out,  with  an  estimated 
2,762,500  acres  under  irrigation.  A  large  portion  of  land  under  cultivation 
now  in  Idaho  has  been  the  result  of  private  development  of  the  vast  subter- 
ranean water.  This  development  has  increased  the  productivity  of  this  area, 
and  exceptionally  heavy  yields  of  crops  have  been  experienced  due  to  the  addi- 
tion of  water  to  extremely  fertile  soil.  Many  productive  farms  now  occupy 
areas  which  a  few  years  ago  were  arid  waste  lands.  Agriculture  is  the  leading 
industry  although  a  great  part  of  the  state  is  naturally  arid.  In  addition  to 
the  subterranean  water  development  there  are  83  storage  reservoirs  in  operation, 
having  an  aggregate  capacity  of  10,400,000  acre  feet.  The  larger  part  of  this 
storage,  7,3  00,000  acre  feet,  was  built  primarily  for  irrigation  use.  However, 
some  of  it  has  multiple  uses,  power  and  flood  control,  in  addition  to  the  irriga- 
tion use.  Reservoirs  which  have  the  multiple  use  have  in  aggregate  capacity 
4,245,000  acre  feet.  Reservoirs  which  have  no  irrigation  use,  only  power  and 
flood  control,  amount  to  3,104,000  acre  feet.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
9  5%  of  Idaho  farms  and  ranches  are  in  organized  soil  conservation  districts. 

Approximately  40%  of  Idaho  lands  is  in  forests,  of  which  63%  is  in  commer- 
cial production.  There  are  two  classes  of  forests,  watershed  and  commercial.  The 
volume  of  sawtimber  in  commercial  forests  is  estimated  to  be  96,01  5,000,000 
board  feet  (5%  of  the  nation's  total).  The  value  of  the  products  from  the 
wood  industry  of  Idaho  is  currently  about  $150,000,000  a  year,  with  $8  3,- 
000,000  of  this  added  by  processing  within  the  state.  Ownership  of  Idaho's 
commercial  forests  is  72%  federal,  6%  state  and  22%  private.  There  are  16 
national  forests  wholly  or  partially  in  the  state  and  5  state  forests. 

There  are  numerous  mineral  deposits  in  the  State  of  Idaho,  of  which,  lead, 
silver,  zinc  and  phosphate  rock  are  the  most  important.  Others  are,  antimony, 
cobalt,  columbium-tantalum,  copper,  gold,  iron,  mercury,  nickel,  rare-earth 
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metals,  tungsten,  thorium  barite,  garnet,  clay  and  beryllium  ore.  Develop- 
ments in  the  rapidly  growing  phosphate  rock  industry  and  the  expanding  re- 
quirements for  gravel  in  highway  construction  have  accounted  for  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  mineral  output. 

IDAHO  STATE  BIRD 
Mountain  Bluebird 
Adopted  by  the  1931  Legislature 

The  Bluebird  is  about  seven  inches  long,  has  an  azure  blue  coat,  a  blue  vest 
with  white  underfeathers.  The  mother  bird  wears  a  quiet  blue  grey  dress  and 
usually  lays  six  or  seven  blue  white  eggs.  The  Bluebird's  nest  is  usually  built 
in  a  hollow  tree,  a  woodpecker's  hole,  or  in  other  crevices.  They  also  enjoy 
life  in  bird  houses  which  can  be  set  only  a  few  feet  above  the  ground.  The 
Bluebird  is  very  neat  about  his  home  and  carries  all  refuse  some  distance  from 
his  nest. 

Scientific  name:    Sialia  Currucoides. 

THE  AMERICAN'S  CREED 
(William  Tyler  Page) 

"I  believe  in  the  United  States  of  America — A  Government  of  the  people, 
by  the  people,  for  the  people,  whose  just  powers  are  derived  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed;  a  democracy  in  a  republic;  a  sovereign  Nation  of  many  sov- 
ereign States,  a  perfect  Union,  one  and  inseparable,  established  upon  those 
principles  of  freedom,  equality,  justice  and  humanity,  for  which  American 
patriots  sacrificed  their  lives  and  fortunes. 

"I  therefore  believe  it  is  my  duty  to  my  country  to  love  it;  to  support  its 
Constitution;  to  obey  its  laws;  to  respect  its  flag;  and  to  defend  it  against  all 
enemies." 

An  appreciation  of  our  state,  in  addition  to  knowledge  of  its  resources  and 
their  conservation,  its  builders,  and  its  present  problems,  should  include  a 
knowledge  of  the  symbols  of  its  greatness. 

IDAHO  STATE  FLAG 

Idaho's  state  flag  came  into  official  existence  by  an  act  of  the  legislature 
giving  the  adjutant  general  supervision  over  the  construction  of  it.  The  only 
thing  prescribed  by  law  was  that  the  flag  "shall  be  blue,  charged  with  the 
name  of  the  state  in  such  colors  and  of  such  size  and  dimensions  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  adjutant  general." 

The  adjutant  general  thereby  prescribed  the  following: 

"A  silk  flag,  blue  field,  5  feet  6  inches  fly,  and  4  feet  4  inches  on  pike, 
bordered  by  guilt  fringe  2  l/2  inches  in  width,  with  state  seal  of  Idaho  21 
inches  in  diameter,  in  colors,  in  the  center  of  the  blue  field.  The  words  'State 
of  Idaho'  are  embroidered  in  with  block  letters,  2  inches  in  height,  on  a  red 
band  3  inches  in  width  by  29  inches  in  length,  the  band  being  embroidered  in 
gold  and  placed  about  8  l/2  inches  from  the  lower  border  of  fringe  and  parallel 
with  the  same." 

Such  a  flag  has  been  made  and  now  stands  in  the  office  of  the  Governor  at 
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Boise.  The  field  of  this  flag  is  Copenhagen  blue.  The  flag  contains  an  em- 
broidered reproduction  of  the  great  seal  of  the  state. 

IDAHO  STATE  FLOWER 
Syringa 

Adopted  by  the  1931  Legislature 

The  Syringa  is  a  waxlike  four  petaled  white  flower  with  a  profusion  of 
yellow  stamens  growing  in  clusters.  It  resembles  the  Orange  blossom  very 
closely.  The  Syringa  is  very  fragrant  when  found  in  its  native  haunts.  It  is 
valued  in  landscape  gardening  because  of  its  showy  clusters  of  white,  delight- 
fully fragrant  flowers. 

Scientific  name:    Philadelphus  lewisii. 

IDAHO  STATE  GREAT  SEAL 

The  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Idaho  was  adopted  by  an  act  of  the  first  state 
legislature,  approved  March  14,  1891.  It  was  designed  by  Miss  Emma  Edwards 
who  later  became  Mrs.  J.  G.  Green.  A  full  color  reproduction  of  the  painting 
was  authorized  by  the  19  57  legislature  and  this  painting  is  maintained  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  as  the  "OFFICIAL  COPY." 

Mrs.  Green  has  described  her  work  as  follows:  "The  question  of  woman  suf- 
frage was  being  agitated  somewhat,  and  as  leading  men  and  politicians  agreed 
that  Idaho  would  eventually  give  women  the  right  to  vote,  and  as  the  process- 
ing of  the  mineral  and  the  mining  was  the  chief  industry  and  the  mining  man 
the  largest  financial  factor  of  the  state  at  that  time,  I  made  the  figure  of  the 
man  the  most  prominent  in  the  design,  while  that  of  the  woman,  signifying 
justice,  as  denoted  by  the  scales;  liberty,  as  denoted  by  the  liberty  cap  on  the 
head  of  the  spear;  and  equality  with  man,  as  denoted  by  her  position  at  his 
side,  also  signifies  freedom.  The  pick  and  shovel  of  the  miner  and  the  ledge  of 
rock  beside  which  he  stands,  as  well  as  the  pieces  of  ore  scattered  at  his  feet 
all  indicate  the  chief  occupation  of  the  state.  The  stamp  mill  in  the  distance, 
is  also  typical  of  the  mining  interests  of  Idaho.  The  shield  between  the  man 
and  woman  is  emblematic  of  the  protection  they  unite  in  giving  the  state. 
The  large  fir  or  pine  tree  in  the  foreground  of  the  shield  refers  to  Idaho's  im- 
mense timber  interests.  The  husbandman  plowing  on  the  left  side  of  the  shield, 
together  with  the  sheaf  of  grain  beneath  the  shield,  are  emblematic  of  Idaho's 
agricultural  resources,  while  the  horns  of  plenty,  refer  to  horticulture.  Idaho 
has  a  game  law  which  protects  the  elk  and  moose.  The  elk's  head,  therefore, 
rises  above  the  shield.  The  state  flower,  the  wild  syringa  or  mock  orange,  grows 
at  the  woman's  feet,  while  the  ripened  wheat  grows  as  high  as  her  shoulders. 
The  star  signifies  a  new  light  in  the  galaxy  of  states.  The  translation  of  the 
Latin  motto,  'ESTO  PERPETUA'  is,  Tt  is  Perpetual';  or  Tt  is  forever.'  The 
river  depicted  in  the  shield  is  our  mighty  Snake  River,  a  stream  of  great  majesty." 

Note:  It  should  be  observed  that  the  translation  of  the  Latin  motto  is  not 
quite  correct.  The  words  express  a  wish  or  command — "May  she  endure  for- 
ever." 
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SALUTE  TO  THE  FLAG 

Standing  with  the  right  hand  over  the  heart,  all  repeat  together  the  follow- 
ing pledge: 

"I  pledge  allegiance  to  the  Flag  of  the  United  States  of  America 
and  to  the  Republic  for  which  it  stands,  one  nation,  under  God,  in- 
divisible, with  liberty  and  justice  for  all." 

At  the  words  "to  the  Flag,"  the  right  hand  is  extended,  palm  upward,  to- 
ward the  Flag  and  this  position  is  held  until  the  end,  when  the  hand,  after  the 
words,  "Justice  for  all,"  drops  to  the  side. 

However,  civilian  adults  will  always  show  full  respect  to  the  Flag,  when 
the  pledge  is  being  given,  by  merely  standing  at  attention,  men  removing  the 
headdress.   Persons  in  uniform  should  render  the  right  hand  salute. 

THE  SHIELD 

The  shield  of  the  United  States  of  America  has  13  vertical  stripes,  7  white, 
and  6  red,  with  a  blue  chief  without  stars. 

DUTIES  —  SECRETARY  OF  STATE 

The  principal  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  accordance  with  law  are  to 
have  custody  of  all  acts  and  resolutions  passed  by  the  legislature;  the  journals 
of  the  legislature;  the  great  seal;  and  of  all  books,  records,  deeds,  parchments, 
maps,  and  papers,  kept  or  deposited  pursuant  to  law. 

He  is  required  to  publish  the  acts  of  the  legislature  and  distribute  them  as 
directed  by  law.  Compile,  publish,  and  distribute  to  each  of  the  898  precincts 
the  general  election  laws  applicable  to  the  state  elections  before  each  primary 
and  general  election.  (The  19  59  Act  requiring  the  Secretary  of  State  to  pub- 
lish and  distribute  a  booklet  containing  the  election  material  submitted  by 
the  candidates  for  state  office  was  repealed  by  the  1961  Session  of  the  Legislature. 
This  act  was  never  in  operation  as  there  was  no  appropriation  made  covering 
the  cost  of  publication  and  distribution  of  the  pamphlet.) 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  now  required  to  consolidate  all  the  various  agencies' 
biennial  reports  into  one  or  more  bound  volumes. 

It  is  his  duty  to  register  and  attest  the  official  acts  of  the  Governor,  affixing 
to  them  the  great  seal;  to  record  conveyances  made  to  the  state,  articles  of 
incorporation  of  domestic  and  foreign  corporations,  and  official  bonds;  and  to 
perform  numerous  other  services  appropriate  to  an  office  of  public  records. 

It  can  be  summed  up  by  saying  that  the  office  is  largely  a  depository  for 
all  documents  of  public  importance  which  may  be  filed  and  recorded  for  record 
or  to  make  available  for  public  inspection. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  connection  with  these  filings  is  that 
of  a  ministerial  officer;  that  is,  to  accept  such  documents  as  are  presented  and 
file  them  in  accordance  with  law  without  exercising  to  any  extent  discretionary 
power,  or,  passing  upon  the  validity  of  the  documents  or  other  papers. 

Corporate  Filings 
Articles  of  Incorporation  of  domestic  corporations  must  be  presented  to  the 
office  for  filing.    Before  the  endorsement  of  the  Secretary  of  State  is  placed 
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thereon,  and  a  Certificate  of  Incorporation  issued,  the  documents  are  examined 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  conform  to  law. 

All  foreign  corporations  desiring  to  qualify  in  the  state  of  Idaho,  must  also 
present  to  this  office  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  all 
amendments  thereto  before  a  Certificate  of  Qualification  is  issued. 

This  department  receives  thousands  of  requests  for  information  each  year, 
some  by  letter  and  others  by  telephone,  regarding  the  corporate  status  of  those 
corporations  on  file,  and  for  other  pertinent  information  regarding  the  finan- 
cial structure  and  the  officers  as  listed  on  the  annual  statements. 

The  Secretary  of  State's  office  is  a  depository  for  the  filing  and  recording  of 
information  relating  to  railway  contracts,  chattel  mortgages,  trust  receipts, 
trade  marks,  union  labels,  notary  public  appointments,  oaths  of  office  of  elected 
and  appointed  officials,  and  election  records. 

Checking  over  the  various  documents  and  papers  to  be  filed,  indexing,  and 
recording  require  a  great  deal  of  time  due  to  the  volume  of  this  type  of  work. 

As  the  volume  of  this  work  increases  it  not  only  takes  more  time  and  in- 
creases the  cost  of  administering  the  office  but  the  records  over  a  period  of 
years  begin  to  add  up  and  create  a  serious  storage  problem.  They  must  be 
readily  accessible  for  reference  purposes  or  they  are  of  little  value. 

Another  important  duty  of  the  office  is  keeping  the  election  records  and 
compiling  and  tabulating  votes  cast  at  the  primary  and  general  elections  each 
two  years.  Certification  of  all  nominations  of  candidates  for  state  offices  in 
the  primary  and  general  elections  is  furnished  to  the  county  clerks  of  each 
county.  Certificates  of  nomination  and  certificates  of  election  are  furnished 
to  all  successful  candidates  in  the  primary  and  general  elections. 

State  Boards 

An  important  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  State  is  in  connection 
with  his  membership  on  various  boards.  Under  the  Constitution  he  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  and  Board 
of  Canvassers.   He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Cooperative  Board  of  Forestry. 

Board  of  Examiners 

The  Board  of  Examiners  consists  of  three  members,  the  Governor,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  and  the  Attorney  General.  They  are  vested  with  the  duty  of 
passing  upon  all  claims  against  the  state  except  salaries  and  compensation  of 
officers  fixed  by  law.  No  claim  may  be  paid  by  the  executive  department  with- 
out its  approval,  and  the  legislature  itself  cannot  pass  upon  such  a  claim  with- 
out its  first  having  been  considered  and  acted  upon  by  said  Board. 

Claims,  after  being  carefully  checked  by  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor, 
who  is  secretary,  are  submitted  to  the  Board  for  action  at  their  regular  meetings. 

State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners 

The  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  consists  of  the  following  elected 
officers:  The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney  General,  State  Auditor 
and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  It  is  required  to  hold  regular  meet- 
ings at  least  quarterly,  but  in  practice  meets  more  frequently  than  once  a 
month.    Its  general  powers  are: 
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To  exercise  the  general  direction,  control  and  disposition  of  the  public  lands 
of  the  state,  supervision  of  State  Parks,  supervision  of  Capitol  Building  mainte- 
nance, and  of  the  Capitol  postal  system  and  Telephone  exchange. 

To  perform  legislative  functions  not  inconsistent  with  law  and  to  delegate 
to  its  executive  officer  and  his  assistants  the  execution  of  all  policies  adopted 
by  it. 

To  review  upon  appeal  all  decisions  of  the  land  commissioner  in  contested 
matters. 

To  determine  the  policies  of  the  Land  Department  and  direct  the  work  to 
be  undertaken. 

To  prescribe  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  the  government  of 
the  department,  the  conduct  of  its  employees  and  clerks,  the  distribution  and 
performance  of  its  business  and  the  custody,  use  and  records,  papers,  books, 
documents,  and  property  pertaining  thereto. 

The  executive  officer  of  the  board,  appointed  by  it,  is  known  as  the  Land 
Commissioner.  He  has  general  supervision  of  all  field  work  and  with  such 
assistants  as  the  board  may  appoint,  selects,  locates  and  appraises  all  lands 
granted  to  the  state  by  the  United  States.  He  supervises  the  lease  of  State  lands, 
sale  of  State  lands,  sale  of  timber  and  timber  contracts. 

Board  of  Canvassers 
In  years  of  state  elections,  heavy  duties  in  connection  therewith  devolve 
upon  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Candidates'  filings  are  received,  vari- 
ous notices  to  candidates  and  local  election  authorities  must  be  sent  out,  re- 
turns compiled,  and  set  forth.  On  the  twentieth  day  following  an  election, 
the  State  Board  of  Canvassers,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
Attorney  General,  State  Auditor  and  State  Treasurer,  are  required  to  meet  to 
canvass  the  votes  which  have  been  compiled  by  the  Secretary  of  State's  office. 
The  Board  prepares  a  statement  showing  the  whole  number  of  votes  for  each 
person  voted  for  at  the  election  for  the  offices  of  Presidential  electors,  United 
States  Senator  and  Representative  in  Congress,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  District  Courts,  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  state  officers.  The 
members  of  the  Board  certify  the  statement  to  be  correct,  and  having  de- 
termined what  persons  have  been  elected  "indorse  and  subscribe  on  such  state- 
ment a  certificate  of  their  determination,  and  deliver  it  to  the  Secretary  of 
State." 

The  Secretary  of  State  then  prepares  under  his  seal  of  office  and  transmits  to 
each  of  the  duly  elected  persons  a  Certificate  of  Election. 

In  the  case  of  Presidential  Electors,  the  Secretary  of  State  prepares  lists  of 
the  electors  chosen  at  the  election,  "procures  thereto  the  signature  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  delivers  one  of  such  certificates  thus  signed  to  each  of  said  electors 
on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  in  December  next  after  such  election." 

The  electors  then  meet  at  the  Capitol  on  a  day  "which  is  or  may  be  directed 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States"  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon 
them  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Cooperative  Board  of  Forestry 
The  Cooperative  Board  of  Forestry  is  a  board  established  by  the  Legislature 
in  19  52  "to  facilitate  the  cooperation,  financial  and  otherwise,  of  the  State  of 
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Idaho  with  the  other  principal  agencies  with  which  it  is  associated  in  the  pro- 
tection of  forest  resources,  forest  range,  water  conservation  and  sustained 
stream  flow,  and  to  promote  advantageous  knowledge  and  utilization  of  the 
state's  forest  holdings  on  behalf  of  its  citizens,  schools,  and  institutions." 

The  Board  consists  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney  General, 
State  Auditor,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Land  Commissioner,  Dean 
of  Forestry  at  the  University,  Commissioner  of  Reclamation,  and  four  citizens 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  one  on  recommendation  of  each  of  the  two  main 
timber  protection  associations,  one  recommended  by  wool  growers  and  cattle 
and  horse  association  and  one  a  representative  of  the  United  States  Forest 
Service.  Meetings  occur  in  March  and  October  of  each  year. 

BRIEF  HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  1961  LEGISLATURE 

Established  the  Uniform  Disposition  of  Unclaimed  Property  Act,  by  H.B. 
16,  Ch.  162. 

Created  the  Permanent  Building  Fund,  financed  by  an  additional  tax  on  ciga- 
rettes, beer  and  an  amendment  of  distribution  of  surplus  funds  from  the  Liquor 
Fund,  proceeds  from  the  Uniform  Disposition  of  Unclaimed  Property  Act  and 
the  revenue  from  the  ten  dollar  head  tax  imposed  by  the  19  59  legislature.  With 
the  above  sources  available  for  funds  to  finance  the  building  program  a  total 
of  $7,415,000  of  building  and  remodeling  was  authorized  by  H.B.  71,  Ch.  43. 

Ratification  of  the  Columbia  Interstate  Compact  making  Idaho  a  member  of 
this  Commission  by  S.B.  10  5,  Ch.  91. 

Enacted  into  Law  the  Interstate  Compact  on  Mental  Health,  legally  joining 
with  other  states  having  substantially  the  same  form  or  act,  by  S.B.  44,  Ch.  23  8. 

Created  the  Idaho  Outfitter's  and  Guide's  Board  consisting  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  S.B.  8  5,  Ch.  242. 

Established  the  Idaho  Youth  Conservation  Project  of  1961,  placed  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Idaho  State  Forester,  S.B.  142,  Ch.  247. 

Established  the  Idaho  Pleasure  Boating  Act  and  Motorboat  Numbering  Act, 

5.  B.  23  5,Ch.  279. 

Created  in  the  Executive  Branch  of  the  Government  a  Special  Commission 
to  be  known  as  the  Idaho  Children's  Commission,  which  is  required  to  make  a 
report  not  later  than  August  20,  1962  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  37th  Session 
of  the  Idaho  Legislature.  H.B.  316,  Ch.  2  87. 

Revised  the  Income  Tax  Act  to  conform  with  the  United  States  Revenue  Act 
of  19  54  (United  States  Income  Tax  Act).  H.B.  340,  Ch.  32  8. 

Adopted  and  enacted  a  comprehensive  codification,  consolidation  and  revision 
of  the  laws  relating  to  Insurance  and  Insurance  Business.  H.B.  182,  Ch.  3  30. 

Approved  and  recommended  three  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Idaho:    (These  three  changes  were  approved  in  the  general  election,  November 

6,  1962  by  a  majority  vote.) 

S.J.R.  No.  1.  Removing  the  restrictions  against  persons  of  Chinese,  Japanese 
or  the  Mongolian  race  that  were  not  born  in  the  United  States,  from  voting 
or  serving  as  jurors  or  holding  civil  office. 

S.J.R.  No.  6.  Providing  that  every  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one 
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years  old,  may  vote  for  presidential  electors  with  sixty  days  actual  residence  in 
Idaho  next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  if  registered  as  provided  by  law. 

H.J.R.  No.  10.  Change  in  Constitutional  County  Officers,  deleting  the  desig- 
nation of  Probate  Courts  and  Courts  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  as  constitutional 
Courts  and  providing  for  said  courts  to  be  established  by  the  legislature. 

In  Special  Session  the  Legislature  established  the  Emergency  Interim  Executive 
and  Judicial  Succession  Act.  Provided  for  an  Emergency  Relocation  of  the 
Seats  of  Government.  Provided  for  an  Emergency  Interim  Legislative  Succes- 
sion Act.  These  three  acts  provide  for  the  continuity  of  Executive,  Judicial  and 
Legislative  branches  of  Government,  in  case  of  emergency.

"When  flags  of  States,  Cities  or  localities, 
or  pennants  of  societies  are  flown  on  the 
same  halyard  with  the  flag  of  the  United 
States,  the  latter  should  always  be  at  the 
peak.  When  the  flags  are  flown  from  ad- 
jacent, staffs,  the  flag  of  the  United  States 
should  be  hoisted  first  and  lowered  last. 
No  such  flag  or  pennant  may  be  placed 
above  the  flag  of  the  United  States  or  to 
the  right  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States." 


"When  displayed  from  a  staff 
in  the  chancel  of  a  church,  or  on 
the  speaker's  platform  in  a  pub- 
lic auditorium,  the  flag  should 
occupy  the  position  of  honor 
and  be  placed  at  the  speaker's 
right.  Any  other  flag  on  the 
platform  should  be  placed  at 
the  speaker's  left  as  it  faces  the 
audience.  But  when  the  flag  is 
displayed  elsewhere  than  on  the 
platform  it  shall  be  placed  at 
the  right  of  the  audience  as  they 
face  the  platform.  Any  other 
flag  so  displayed  should  be  placed 
on  the  left  of  the  audience  as 
they  face  the  platform." 


UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS-URBANA 
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IDAHO  STATE  BIRD  —  The  Mountain  Bluebird 
was  adopted  as  the  state  bird  for  Idaho  by  the 
State  Legislature,  February  28,  193  1.  The  Bluebird 
is  about  seven  inches  long  and  has  an  azure  blue 
coat,  a  blue  vest  with  white  underfeathers.  The 
mother  bird  wears  a  quiet  blue-gray  dress  and  usually 
lays  six  or  seven  blue-white  eggs.  The  Bluebird's 
nest  is  usually  built  in  a  hollow  tree  or  in  a  crevice. 
The  Bluebird  is  very  neat  about  his  home  and 
carries  all   refuse  some  distance  from  his  nest. 


STATE  SEAL  — The  Great  Seal  of  the  State, 
replica  of  which  is  embroidered  in  colors  in  the 
center  of  the  flag,  came  into  existence  in  1891, 
by  act  of  the  first  State  Legislature.  The  trans- 
lation of  the  Latin  motto  on  the  seal,  "Esto  Per- 
petua,"  is  "It  is  perpetuated,"  or  "It  is  forever." 


STATE  FLOWER  — The  Syringa  was  designated 
the  state  flower  of  Idaho  by  legislative  enactment  on 
March  2,  1931.  It  is  a  branching  shrub  with  clusters 
of  white,  fragrant  flowers.  The  blossoms  are  similar 
to  the  mock  orange,  have  four  petals,  and  the  flowers 
grow  at  the  ends  of  short,  leafy  branches. 


STATE  FLAG  — A  silk  flag,  blue  field,  5 
feet  6  inches  fly;  4  feet  4  inches  on  pike, 
bordered  by  gilt  fringe  2l/2  inches  wide, 
with  the  State  Seal  of  Idaho  reproduced  in 
the  center  of  the  flag.  The  words  "State 
of  Idaho"  are  embroidered  in  gold  block 
letters  two  inches  high  on  a  red  band. 


STATE  TREE  —  The  White  Pine  was  designated  as  the  state  tree  on  February  13, 
193  5.  Idaho  has  the  largest  stand  of  virgin  white  pine  in  the  world.
